SHOWS SMALL INCREASE 


Quarterly Report 
of State Boarcl of 


Health Places Blame on Pneumonia- 
Total Deaths Are 8,046.

MADISON. Wis., May 6.—The. Wiscon- 


sin state board of health, in its quarter- 
ly report on vital statistics, just compil- 
ed and made public on Friday, says that 
the death rate in' the state during the 
first three months of 1911 was 13.7 per 
1,000 of population over that for a sim- 
ilar period last year, due principally to 
the prevalence of pneumonia. 


"During the months of January, Feb 


ruary and March of 1911 there were," the 
board says, "8,046 deaths reported to the 
state bureau of vital statistics. This was 
exclusive of 385 still births and corres- 
ponds to en annual death rate of 13.7 per 
1,000 
population, according to the 1010 


census. Comparing this rate with the 
rate of 13.2 per 1,000 for the months of 
January, February and March, 1910, we 
find that there was an increase in the 
number of deaths for 1911 of 1.5 per 1,- 
000 population. 


Tuberculosis Leads. 


"Important causes of death, with the 


number of deaths from each disease, were 
us follows: Pulmonary tuberculosis, 571; 
other tuberculosis, 131; typhoid fever, B(! 
diphtheria, 85; scarlet fever, 67; measles 
48; whooping cough, 52; pneumonia, 1, 
207; diarrhoea and enteritis 
under '- 


years, 137: influenza, 87; puerperal sop 
ticemia, 30; cancer, 387; violence, 239 
and still births, 385. 


"The northern section of the state ha( 


a death rate for this period of 12.8 per 
1,000, while the rate for the central sec 
tion was 13.8 and the rate for the south- 
ern section was 14,2. 


Suicides Number 57. 


"Considering the deaths from violenc 


it is found that 57 resulted from suicide 
35 resulted from railroad accidents, 2 
from accidental drowning, 20 from acci 
dental gunshot wounds, 20 from burn 
and scalds, 6 from accidents with macliin 
cry, 13 from falls, 4 from freezing an. 
exposure, 5 from accidental poisoning, 
from homicides, 3 from street car acci

THE BANK DEPOSIT GUARANTEE DELUSION 
A thorough invefltigution of the bank 


deposit insurance feature has been made 
ns relates to proceedings so far in Okla- 
homa, the first state to adopt the plan. 
This report made, to the State Bankers' 
Association bv a reputable firm, of pub- 
lic accountants of Kansas City, goes 
back to the beginning of the operations 
of this law, in March, 1908, nnd takes in 
the period up to Jan. 30th, 1911. 
One, of 


the features noticeable is the feature of 
s. balance of $46,042 to- be accounted for, 
another the fact of there being no so- 
called "checking up" possible. It cost 


the. banks through the law, saying noth- 
ing as to the amount they have, had to 
pay, $27,708 to settle up the failure of 
the Columbia bank, the cost of this rot- 
ten business having been to the banks 
$GOti,780.

"The report covers all transactions 


relative to the fund from the time the 
law went into effect in March, 190S', un- 
til Jan. 30, 1911. 


"A circular letter from the associa- 


tion accompanying the report says the 
duty of making a report on the, gimran- 
teen fund's condition devolved upon the 
association 'after Waiting 
over 
three 


years for the state officials to make -a 
full, complete and comprehensive report 
to the state bankers without avail.' 


"The report shows that on Jun. 30, 


1911 there was a cash balance oi» hand 
in guarantee funds of $36,292, and that 
the Planters mid Mechanics'. Bank of 
Oklahoma City, which recently failed, is 
being handled out of the balance on 
hand. 


"The report shows that ten banks have 


failed and have been liquidated through 
yther'bank» or assisted Irom the guaran- 
tee fund. 
Five 
different 
assessments 


were made, on the state banks' average 
daily deposits to Jan. 30 kst. bringing 
into* the fund a total of $878,352. The 
cash balance on htuid was $3ti,202. Un- 
der the head of disbursements a total of 
$46,042.97 is given as 'balance to be ac- 
counted for,' $40,000 has been loaned on 
the capital stock of « state bank, $118..- 
"50 placed as special deposits in state, 
banks that needed assistance and $665,- 
306.54 was lost entirely in paying de- 
positors of-failed banks and liquidating 
other banks. The Columbia faolure cost 
the guarantee fund 5606,780.35. Noth- 
ing indicates that any special deposit to 
assist banks has ever been paid back. 


"After the guarantee law went into ef- 


fect 263 new state banks were organized, 
and have paid into the fund $40,915, and 
forty-live 'state banks have been nation- 
alized after they had paid $47,314 into'' 
the guarantee fund. 
On Jan. 30 eighty- 


six banks had not paid the guarantee as- 
sessment, amounting to $12,725. 


"The bank commissioner paid $27,71)8 


ns expenses in liquidating the Columbia 
bank. The board sold to a Chicago con-

THE STATE ITSELF SHOULD INSURE AGAINST 


ACCIDENTS . 


The. 
only proper insurance the state 


should engage in is that of protection to 
all workers, paying for accidents and fa- 
talities from out of a fund paid in by all 
employers of labor, just as do the banks 
out west, in Oklahoma. This is proper 
because it is the state at large getting 
the benefits from all industry, and be- 
ing thereby built up and maintained. If 
the employers had realized what they 
were

they 
would 
cer- 


tainly have favored this state insurance. 
The '.small tax they would haye paid, 
will 
be 
nothing to the severe 
shocks 


many of them are going to receive., 
shocks that may result in 
permanent 


wrecks. 


If the argument or logic.holds -good 


that it is but the industry of people that 
creates and sustains a state, then it fol- 
lows the state is certainly interested in 
caring for such industry, and the injury 
of a worker is an injury to the state 
since his or her industry temporarily or 
permanently stopped must be that much 
loss to the state. 


The enactment of the now employers 


liability l*w followed the increasing feel- 
in" something substantial was due to the 
workers, who, many of them, were en- 
gaged amid machinery, that often, des- 
pite all care, injured and killed. This 
belief resulted finally in the enactment 
as said, of the present law that places al. 
the responsibility upon employers re 
gardlcss, as understood, of whether re 
sponsible, that is contributing agents to 
the accident or not. This necessarily wil 
be very hard, if not ruinous, upon sonic 
employers, but the foundation laid wil 
sooner or Inter result in the state oasum 
ing the full chn»gc of this accident risk 
to its citi/.ens. 


Then the state will remunerate work 


ers for a class of accidents all are sub 
ject to, but that no employer can be held 
for, and the remuneration will come, as 
it should, from a tax derived from the 
employers of labor in which all who em- 
pley -handling machinery will pay an an- 
nual tax. This tax can not be embar- 
rassing to any employer since it will be 
so distributed among several hundred 
millions of dollars of annual output. 
The state assumption of risk has been 
adopted by the state of Washington and 
it is the 'only just industrial insurance. 
There is no" employer of labor where 
tools and machinery arc used but who 
could easily pay such annual tax as 
would be found necessary.

REFORM IN TUT 
BOOKS 


Late articles haye calkd attention to 


the character of questions asked schoql 
children with their very attenuated' ap- 
plication to affairs of common life. While 
questions in arithmctio are mostly, re- 
ferred to, the prevalent tones of .other 
studies may -be easily guessed at. In the 
good old days of. primary education when 
children were .really, taught how to do 
things as related to education, the char- 
acter of the text books and examination 
questions were not of the huzo and mist 
as now, nor of the mere foolishness:

ing attention; thus education comes in 
or a whirl as the spirit moves and some- 
hing turns up.

solving some of the problems contained 
n our school arithmetics wil^agree with 
Miss Mary S. Snow, superintendent of 
household arts in the Chicago public 
schools, in. her assertion that 'there is 
much drivel in books which have great 
vogue.' 


'The study of mathematics, educators 


are fond of telling us, is most valuable 
jecause of the discipline it gives the 
mind rather than because of its appli- 
cation to problems that occur in life. 
Admitting this, may not the disciplinary 
value be obtained, as^ Miss Snow sug- 
gests, through examples and problems of 
practical 
nature? Mathematics 
is of 


Cfreat use in nearly nil the useful arts. 
Surely enough problems for the needs of 


good text book can be drawn from- 


those arts. In addition to being practi- 
cal, or at • least possible of occurrence, 
the problems should be stated in lan- 
guage that children can understand, even 
though they may not be stated so pre- 
cisely or logically as they might be in 
books written for adult minds. 


"Miss Snow's criticism pertains 
to 


books that are widely used. Isn't it time 
for some one to write an arithmetic that 
does not contain absurdities, or, if such 
a work exists, for educational authori- 
ties to bring it into general use?" 


The text books should, if desired for 


practical use, contain practical questions. 
Surely there is sufficient variety in the 
ordinary callings of life to afford all 
needed variety to the puzzlers, who get 
up 
our text books. The 
answers 
to 


problems should be something of a re- 
sultant knowledge to the child, not an- 
swers conveying nothing but the solution 
of some queer puzzle absurdity framed 
in a disguise of pretended knowledge,. .

CIVIL SERVICE LAW SUSTAINED 


The Supreme Court, Justice Winslow 


giving the opinion, decides against Sec- 
retory of State Krear and Attorney Gen- 
eral Bancroft. The 
Court 
holds the 


state civil law has not imposed any acts 
contrary to a proper administration of 
official actions, nor is it in conflict with 
the'duties of a state or of its rights to 
administer for the common welfare. Ihe 
Secretary of State is ordered^ to issue 
pay win-rants to the. plaintiff, C. E. Buel, 
and the constitutionality of the civil ser- 
vice law of the state is sustained. 


The ease originated in the commission 


refusing to permit the two officials to 
appoint 
certain 
of 
their 
assistants, 


whereupon'the Attorney General advis- 
ed the Secretary of State not to pay 
any warrants, that is, to issue orders on 
tue Treasury for expenses of the 4Com- 
mission. Thus both these officials have 
come to grief and both common partners 
in a fallen cause. It is no secret Secre- 
tary ['rear had no'particular love for the 
law and neither, it seems, had the Attor- 
ney General. One claim set up that the 
law gave' legislative functions to the 
Commission through certain clauws, the 
Court disposed of, finding no such un- 
warranted powers. 


In part the decision is an follows: 
"A—Chapter 30S of the. Laws of 1906 


(civil sen-ice law) contains in its provu- 
ions a proper and general scheme and is 
an appropriate exercise bf the legislative 
functions to regulate the civil service of 
the state. 
<.B_The authority conferred upon such 


Commissioners by the provisions of this 
act is therein properly rertrie-ted to the 
exercise of the administrative function 
of making reasonable rules and regula- 
tions and Of ewrroiiin* «uch other ad- 
ministrative powers as is appropriate un- 
der and pursuant to law for carrying the. 
legal regulations of the civil service into 
effect. 


"C—The general and dominant provis- 


ion of the act forms a complete and prop- 
er system of regulation of the subject. 
If any of the minor provisions are un- 
constitutional, a matter not now decided, 
they do not affect the question of the 
constitutionality, of, the law in it's gen- 
eral procedure." 


This upholding of the state civil ser-
